TOWN WARRANT 


THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the town of Lisbon, in the county 
of Grafton and state of New Hampshire, qualified to 
vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town hall in 
said Lisbon on Tuesday, the 10th day of March next, at 
nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary town officers for 
the ensuing year. 


Art. 2. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, 
and to make appropriations for the same. 


Art. 8. To see if the town will fix and determine the 
compensation to be paid each of the town officers. 


Art. 4. To hear the reports of agents, auditors and 
special committees heretofore chosen, and to pass any 
vote in relation thereto. 


Art. 5. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the repairs of highways and 
bridges for the ensuing year. 


Art. 6. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to issue druggists’ permits to any druggist 
who is a registered pharmacist doing business in Lisbon 
to sell liquor for medicinal use upon a prescription under 
the provisions of Chapter 51, Section 1, of the laws of 
1929. 
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Article 7. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the public libraries in addi- 
tion to what is required by law, and to determine how 
the same shall be divided. 


Art. 8. To seeif the town will vote to discount all 
taxes paid on or before such time as the town may vote. 


Art. 9. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for cemeteries in the town of 
Lisbon. 


Art. 10. To see if the town will vote to light the 
streets of Lisbon Village district all night during the 
entire year ; Sugar Hill from the dwelling of H. J. Field 
to Hotel Lookoff; from the Baptist church through 
Lovers’ Lane to the Franconia line; from Goodnow 
schoolhouse to the Homestead, and from the Lisbon and 
Franconia town line to the dwelling of Joseph Pelletier : 
Sugar Hill and the vicinity to be lighted the entire year 
until midnight, and from 5 a. m. until daylight, except- 
ing the lights from the Homestead to Hotel Lookoff for 
six months of the year, all the above premises to be 
lighted with electricity, and to raise and appropriate the 
necessary money for the same. 

Art. 11. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the District Nursing Asso- 
ciation. 

Art. 12. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the proper observance of 
Memorial day. 

Art. 13. To see if the town will accept state aid for 
construction of Class V roads, and raise and appropriate 
or set aside for said purpose the sum of $881.62. 

Art. 14. To see if the town will vote to plow the town 
roads, and, if so, to raise and appropriate the necessary 
money for the same. 
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Art. 15. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to oil the roads from the corner of the Home- 
stead on Sugar Hill, past the Sunset Hill House to Hotel 
‘Lookoff, the road leading to Peckett’s from the inter- 
section with the Franconia road past the Veitor cottage 
to the Baptist church, and the Bishop road to the 
‘“Ammonoosue,’’ and to raise and appropriate the nec- 
essary money for the same. 


Art. 16. Toseeif the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate $5,000 for the bond due this year, and 
interest. 


Art. 17. To see if the town will vote to construct and 
repair cement and other sidewalks at Sugar Hill, and 
raise and appropriate the necessary money for the same. 


Art. 18. Toseeif the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate money for new snow removal equipment. 


Art. 19. To see if the town will vote to paint and re- 
pair the interiors of the Lisbon and Sugar Hill town 
halls, and raise and appropriate the necessary money for 
the same. 


To see if the town will vote to heat the town 
hall for basketball practice, and raise and appropriate 
the necessary money for the same. 


Art. 21. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to adjust, compromise and settle any interest 
the town may have arising out of tax sales or liens on 
any real estate acquired by the town, whether same has 
been deeded to the town or not, and to execute any nec- 
essary papers relating thereto, including deeds and 
releases, 
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Art. 22. To see if the town will vote to carry Acci- 
dent Compensation insurance, and raise and appropriate 
the necessary money for the same. 


Art. 23. Toseeif the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $300.00 to aid in the construction 
and maintenance of a community skating rink for use 
during the winter season of 1936-1937, the money, if 
raised, to be expended by a committee of three appoint- 
ed by the moderator. 


Art. 24. To see how much money the town will raise 
for the support of the poor, and raise and appropriate 
the necessary money for the same. 


Art. 25. ‘To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to borrow such sums as they deem necessary, 
in anticipation of taxes. 


Art. 26. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before the meeting.

To the Voters of the Town of Lisbon: 


The town clerk respectfully submits the following report of 
the financial doings connected with his office, also a record 
of Vital Statistics for the year 1935. 


Automobile Tax Permits: 


During the fiscal year 1934, 698 tax permits were issued 
and the sum of $2,193.07 was received and paid to the town 
treasurer. Due to the extension of the time for registering 
automobiles to April lst, there were only 532 tax permits 
issued during the fiscal year 1935, and the sum of $1,825.03 
was paid to the town treasurer. 


Dog Licenses : 


There were 209 dogs licensed in 1934, and the sum of 
$439.57 was paid to the treasurer. For the year 1935, 213 
dogs were licensed and the sum of $428.90 was paid to the 
treasurer. Although there were four more dogs licensed this 
year, there is a difference of $10.67 paid in the preceding 
year. This is due to the fact that there were 22 females in 
1934 and only 16 in 1935.

During the period covered by this report, aid was 
granted to 118 families representing 241 persons. The 
average cost was $120.43 per family, or $58.96 per per- 
son, for the year. 

In preparing our budget for the poor appropriation for 
this period, we were assured that the state would reim- 
burse 50 percent of the expenses for the entire year. 
Due to a shortage of state funds there was no reimburse- 
ment after October 30. Had the state funds been 
available during the rest of the year the poor expense 
for the year would have been $42.00 under the appro- 
priation. 

In view of the probability that state reimbursement 
will be only 25 percent for six months, it would appear 
advisable to raise $7,000.00 for care of the Town Poor 
for the coming year. 

In considering this appropriation it should be recog- 
nized that part of the amount raised may be used, ac- 
cording to the discretion of the board of selectmen, for 
Work Relief projects. 

Under the WPA there is in operation a pean project 
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in the police court room. Twenty women and a super- 
visor have been employed since Nov. 27, 1935. The 
material is supplied by the Federal government. Thro 
the hearty cooperation of Miss Bone, district nurse, 
practically all the finished garments have been distrib- 
uted locally. 

The following WPA projects have been in progress 
during this year. Under each project is listed the 
amount of Federal money spent in the town of Lisbon, 
making a total of $4,810.37.

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Report of the Librarian of thé 
LISBON PUBLIC LIBRARY 


On the first of September Miss Kelsea resigned as 
librarian after many years of efficient service in which 
the library grew from a collection of about 1800 books 
to over 5,000 and of a quality often commented upon as 
unusual for a town of the size of Lisbon. 

The circulation for 1985 was somewhat smaller than 
for 1984, being only 21,106. The decrease was in the 
adult department. There was a small increase in the 
number of junior books and magazines taken, and it is 
interesting to note that over 1,000, or nearly one-fifth 
of the books read in this department, were non-fiction, 
proving its value as a means of education as well as of 
recreation. Poetry and biography were the favorites. 

On the educational side every effort has been made 
to co-operate with the schools both in the selection of 
books and in making easily available outside reading 
lists and reference material. About 60 books have been 
sent at different times during the year to the North 
Lisbon school, thus taking some of the library to chil- 
dren to whom it is not easily accessible. 

A few new reference books and the Readers’ Guide 
have been added to the reference room, and its use for 
reference purposes has steadily increased. Only twice 
during the year has it been impossible to find material 
for which requests have been made, and as there have 
been many it speaks well for the library’s collection of 
reference books. 

Books have been borrowed from the State Library at 
Coneord both for school and individual use. This privi- 
lege considerably broadens the usefulness of a small 
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library and, for a few cents in postage, is available to 
any one who desires it through application to the local 
librarian. 

A number of magazines have been given to the library 
during the year and have added much to the pleasure of 
those who use the reading room. The givers are most 
cordially thanked, also Miss Barrett for the very useful 
books which she contributed. 

The shrubs given by Mr. and Mrs. Fred Parker made 
a vigorous growth last summer and will soon add much 
to the attractiveness of the grounds. The gift is much 
appreciated by the library officials. 

All residents of Lisbon are very cordially invited to 
use the library freely and to call upon the librarian at 
all times for any help that she may be able to give. She 
will also be very grateful for any suggestion that will 
help to increase the efficiency and usefulness of the 
library.
